If the new world policy is one which promises 
guaranties for peace there will be no act of the 
United States to threaten the beneficent condition.

As he climbs he stops every few fect 
and draws a few quiet breaths. He uses 
the cudgel to strike at bushes or pound 
on trees or rocks.

After a bit he finds 
that he has wind, his muscles are firm, 
and his joints bend freely. 

He also tells of a business man who 
at 52 was successful, sound organically, 
large, and. powerful.

The taking of 
iodine has considerable power to prevent 
goiter. It has some, but not much, power to 
eure it. Most cases of goiter will not be 
benefited by it.

| ALLIES SAVED US; AID THEM, T. R. SAYS 


New York, Dec. 3.—Asserting that 
the United States had not done nearly 
as much as-the British navy and the 
British, French, and Italian armies to 
bring about the downfall of Germany, 
Theodore Roosevelt declared in a 
statement here tonight that it is “our 
business to stand by our allies at the 
peace conference.” 

He declared it “sheer nomense” to 
say the American army was fighting 
for President Wilson’s famous “ four- 
He made the assertion 
that “there was not one American 
soldier in every thousand who ever 
heard of them.” — | 

“The British empire imperatively 
needs the greatest ngvy in the world 
and this we should instantly concede,” 
the colonel said. “Our need for a 
great navy comes next to hers, and 
we should have the second navy in 
the world. Similarly France needs 
greater military strength than we do, 
but we should have all our young men 
trained to arms, on the general lines 
of the Swiss system. 


“The ‘freedom of the seas’ is a 
phrase that may mean anything or 
nothing. If it is to be interpreted as 
Germany interprets it, it is thoroughly 
mischievous. There must be no in- 
terpretation of the phrase that would 
prevent the English navy in the event 
of any future war from repeating the 
tremendous service it has rendered in 
this war. | 

“The British must of course keep 
the colonies they have conquered. 

“As for this nation, it must keep 
its absolute economic independence 
and raise or lower its economic bar- 
riers as its interests demand, for ‘we 
have to look after the welfare of our 
own workingman. We must insist on 
the preservation of the Monroe doc- 


the Panama canal to our enemies in 
wartime and we must not undertake 
to interfere in European, Asiatic, or 


trine. We must keep the right to close | 


African matters with which we ought 
to have properly no concern.” 

Declaring that “President Wilson 
has not given the’ slightest explana- 
tion of what his views are or why he 
is going abroad,” the colonel asserted 
‘he is himself responsible for any di- 
vision among the American people as 
regards the peace conference at. this 
time.” 


“He has never permitted the Amerti- 
can people to pass on his peace pro- 


‘posals, nor has he ever made those 


proposals clear and straightforward. 
As for the fourteen points, so far as 
the American people have expressed 
any opinion upon them, it was on 
Nov. 5, when they rejected them,” he 
continued, adding that “the American 
army was fighting to smash Ger- 
many,” and “the American people 
wanted Germany smashed.” 

“The allies have never accepted the 
fourteen points,” he coni.:.ced; “the 
United States has never accépted them. 
Germany and Austria enthusiastically 
accepted them. Here certain individ- 
uals, including President Wilson, Mr. 
Hearst, Mr. Viereck, and, as I under- 
stand it, a number of pro-Germans and 
pacifists and international. socialists, 
have accepted them, but neither the 


American people nor the American 
-| deputies from all the states of Europe,

MERCHANT MARINE. 
Oconto, Wis., Nov. 30.—[Friend of the 
Soldier.J—I would like to know if a man 


until he has taken out a war risk insur- 
ance. What are the rules regarding hos- 
pital bills and funeral expenses if a man 
in this branch of service comes home on 
a ten days’ furlough and dies within a 
week after he left where he was in train- 
ing? The case I have in mind was one 
where the man died of influenza, which 
requires a sealed coffin and the cheapest 
one to be had was between $400 and $500. 


Under Act No. 20—Public acts of 1917, 
section 6 and subsection 3a congress provides: 
“That. whenever it shall appear to the 
secretary of the treasury that the effecting 
of such insurance is desirable in the national 
interest in the case of vessels in any trade. 
the owner of every American merchant vessel 
engaged in such trade shall insure the master, 
officers, and crew of such vessel against loss 
of life or personal injury from war risks 
as well as for compensation during deten- 
tion by an enemy of the United States fol, 
lowing capture. 

“Such insurance shall provide and the bu- 
reau of war risk insurance is authorized to 
write policies so providing: . 

‘““ fa] In case of death, permanent disability 
which prevents the person injured from per- 
forming any and every kind of duty per 
tainmg to his occupation, or the loss of 
‘both hands, both arms, both feet, or both 
eyes, or any two thereof, for the payment 
of an amount equivalent to ohe year's earn- 
ings, or to twelve times the monthly earn- 
ings of the insured, as fixed in the articles 
for the voyage—but in no case shall such 
amount be more than $6,000 or ‘less than 
$1,500.” 

This insurance is applied automatically to 
all men composing the complement of the 
merchant vessel without payment of pre- 
miums on the part of the insared. It is 
effective so long as the name of the in- 
sured appears upon the ship’s articles. The 
circumstances of the case should be taken 
up with the bureau of war risk insurance. 
Washington, D. C. Incase this is done 
the lawyer handling it for the beneficiaries 
is allowed a maximum compensation of 10 
per cent of the amount recovered.
